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THE NAVY JA IN THE SECOND 
YEAR OF THE WAR

S$ the United States entered into the 
A second year of this war, the Navy 
Department, like the people of the coun- 
try generally, was just getting its second 
breath and settling into its stride for a 
long war of gigantic proportions. Astro- 
nomical figures appeared daily in connec- 
tion with munitions, money, men and 
morale. The ultimate problem was taking 
shape with respect to them—how to make 
the most effective use of each. 

The first two were not the primary con- 
cern of the Office of the Judge Advocate 
General of the Navy. Men and morale, 
however, were becoming increasingly so. 

Both prior to and immediately after 
the beginning of the war, it was neces- 
sary to act in many matters immediately 
without determining exactly the legal 
scope of the war powers relied on. This 
procedure later gave rise to many prob- 
lems. After the initial flurry, there was 
more time to examine procedures and 
methods objectively. Also the effect of 
humerous actions taken began to present 


legal questions involving the relationship , 


of the Navy Department with other Gov- 
ernment departments, with state govern- 
ments and with the civilian population. 
Furtlier, the problems of the handling of 
offenses and offenders under military law 
demanded reconsideration and revamping 
of procedure. 

The operation of the Navy Department 
under war conditions gave rise to many 
and novel legal questions requiring inter- 
pretation by the legal adviser to the Sec- 
tetary of the Navy, the Judge Advocate 
General of the Navy. 

Probably one of the most important 
duties of the Judge Advocate General is 
the administration of military law in its 
strict sense; that is, the functioning of 
courts and boards. In addition to the large 
increase in the number of men in the ser- 
Vice, many other factors tended to com- 
plicate the administration of naval jus- 
tice. War brings into the service men of 
Many different types and classes who 
have not had the advantage of a gradual 
and carefully supervised indoctrination 
into military discipline. New officers who 
are directly administering naval law have 
only an elementary training in the cus- 
toms and practices of the service. Conse- 
quently, the approach to the maintenance 
of discipline and administration of naval 
law in war-time must be different. 

At the very beginning of the second 
year of the war, the Navy was also faced 
With the transition from a system of vol- 
untary enlistments to one of selection 
from men inducted into the service. The 
Previous strict requirements for enlist- 
ment were at the same time necessarily 
Somewhat relaxed. All of these elements 
tend to increase disciplinary problems. In 
order to maintain the required flow of 
hew men into the service and, at the same 
time, to retain the high degree of morale 
of which the Navy has always been proud,

Service For Promotion 
To Major is Increased 


Nine months’ service in the grade of 


| eaptain will be required before Army of- 


ficers are eligible for promotion to major 
in the Army of the United States, the War 
Department has ordered, in a change to 
temporary promotion instructions. For- 
merly, six months’ service in grade of 
captain was required. 

The change in eligibility requirements 
is contained in a new Army Regulation, 
AR 605-12, dated 3 Feb., which super- 
sedes the temporary promotion circulars, 
No. 1 and No. 161, of 1942, and the large 
number of amendatory circulars in ef- 


| fect. 


War Department policy enunciated in 
the regulation is to curtail Army of the 
United States (Air Corps) promotions 
as much as practicable in favor of 
straight AUS promotions. “Every effort 


| should be made,” states the regulation, 
| “to correct existing cases of officers hold- 
| ing temporary grade in the Army of the 


| for promotion to 
| minimum 


United States considerably lower than the 
grade held in the Army of the United 
States (Air Corps) by temporary promo- 
tion of such officers in the Army of the 
United States as soon as they become 
eligible therefor.” 

With the increase in service required 
major, the following 
service-in-grade requirements 
are now in effect: 

For promotion to colonel, 12 months’ serv- 


ice as lieutenant colonel. 


For promotion to lieutenant colonel, 9 


| months’ service as major. 





For promotion to major, 9 months’ service 
as captain. 

For promotion to captain, 6 months’ serv- 
ice as first lieutenant. 

For promotion to first lieutenant, 6 months’ 
service as second lieutenant. 

The requirements of service-in-grade 
and filling of the higher post for at least 
three months before promotion may be 
waived in the case of officers in the field 
forces who have clearly demonstrated fit- 
ness for promotion by outstanding per- 
formance in actual combat. 





Navy Dental Department 

Representative Rivers, S. C., this week 
introduced H. R. 4216, a bill that pro- 
vides for the establishing of a Dental De- 
partment in the Navy. He will follow 
this with a similar bill to establish a 
Pharmacy Department. 

The bill would provide for a Director 
of Dentistry, responsible to the Surgeon 
General, to be appointed by the Presi- 
dent and to have the rank of rear ad- 
miral. The bill provides that there shall 
be “chief warrant and warrant officers in 
numbers not exceeding five per cent of 
the total number of officers of the Den- 
tal Department.” There will be enlisted 
men not to exceed 166 per cent of the 
total number of dental officers, and they 
are to be given appropriate ratings and 
pay grades. 

Representative Rivers stated that Navy 
dentists should have the prestige that in- 
heres in a separate department, as well 
as the relative independence that their 
professional skill and standing warrants. 
He declared that there is legislative in- 
terest in the bill, and that the American 
Dental Association favors it. 


9th Air Force in England 


The Ninth U. S. Air Foree, reorganized 
and enlarged, was shifted from the Medi- 
terranean Theater some months ago and 
is now in England where the Supreme 
Allied Command announces it will be 
used as a tactical force in the forth- 
coming invasion of Europe. 

At the same time it was stated 
Maj. Gen. William O. Butler, USA, 
former commander of air forces in 
Alaska, has been appointed Deputy Com- 
mander in Chief to Marshal Leigh-Mal- 
lory, commander of Allied Air Forces in 
Europe. 

The Ninth Air Force continues to be 
commanded by Maj. Gen. Lewis H. Brere-

Troop Rotation Policy 
Outlined by War Dept. 


A restatement of its troop rotation pol- 


| jey has been issued by the War Depart- 








ment as Circular No. 58, replacing earlier 


| confidential policies. 


The circular deals with two methods 
of repatriation—rotation and return— 
the former being applied to men released 
by the theater commander after replace- 
ments of the same military skills are fur- 
nished to him. Returns cover personnel 
sent home for hospitalization, discharge, 
and in the case of officers because it is 
desired to use these skills in special as- 
signments or because they are incompe- 


tent. In the case of returns no specific 
replacement is sent from the United 
States. 


Rotated personnel are to be given leave 
or furlongh on arrival sufficient for them 
to spend three weeks at the place of 
choice. They are then to be assigned to 
duty in the United States before return 
to a foreign area unless military require- 
ments make reembarkment necessary. 

Announcing the issuance of a restated 
policy, the War Department stated that 
more than 200,000 troops, exclusive of 
sick and wounded, have been returned to 
the United States since beginning of the 
war. Some of these were “rotated” per- 
sonnel, others “returned” personnel. 

To date, the minimum period for eligi- 
bility for rotation has been set as 18 
months for service in the North African 
Theater and two years in the Alaskan 
and Caribbean commands. Prescriptions 
for eligibility in other theaters, including 
the Southwest Pacific, are being formu- 
lated. 

The availability of shipping for the 
transportation of rotational replace- 
ments is one of the main factors in con- 
trolling the number of eligible men who 
can be sent back to the United States 
under ‘the rotation policy. Military exig- 
encies and the personnel situation are 
other factors. 

Pertinent part of the text of the cir- 
cular follows: 

1. The provisions of this circular provide 
for the rotation or return of all military per-

Navy to Commission 


More Men From Ranks 


With more ships at sea than ever be- 
fore in the history of the Navy, and 
with plans calling for even greater num- 
bers of vessels, the Navy's need for 
qualified sea duty officers continues, the 
Navy Department stated this week. 

The Navy is turning to several sources 
to provide the necessary officers. 

Among these sources are: increased 
rate of commissioning experienced en- 
listed personnel, advance graduation and 
commissioning of Naval Reserve Officer

in other officer training groups, and

ice officers from civilian life. 

To widen the base from which quali- 
fied enlisted personnel can be obtained 
for permanent appointment in the Naval 
Reserve, either by direct appointment or 
by assignment to reserve midshipman 
(V-7) training, the former requirement 
of a college degree or equivalent thereof 
has been modified to make eligible for 
commissions men who have completed two 
academic years of college and a minimum 
of one year at sea on board ship since 
7 Dec. 1941. For each semester of ac- 
credited college work over the two-year 
minimum, three months may be deducted 
the requirement of one year sea 
duty. This new policy is outlined in 
AlNavy 23, issued to the service 27 Jan. 

The advance graduation of NROTC stu- 
dents is possible because of the short- 
ening of college curricula. 

No reduction in the length of the V-7 
training course below the present four 
months is contemplated, this being con- 
sidered to be about the minimum time 
in which a general service officer can be 
trained. However, a fifth male V-7 
school is being opened at Cornell Uni- 
versity, with Capt. Burton W. Chippen- 
dale, USN, as commanding officer. Cap- 
tain Chippendale is also commanding of- 
ficer of the General Service School at Cor- 
nell and of the V-12 units at Cornell and 


| nearby localities. 





The Corneil V-7 school will accommo- 
date about 800 midshipmen. This will be 
a substantial addition to the classes now 
being held at the Naval Academy, North- 
western University, Columbia Univer- 
sity and Notre Dame University, and for 
the WAVES at Smith College. 

An additional indoctrinational school 
is being opened next month at Plattsburg,, 
N. Y. 

“There is a steady demand for more 
trained men to staff the expanding fleet, 
which is scheduled to include 80,000 
landing craft by the end of 1944, and 
seores of new destroyer escorts as well 
as larger vessels,” the Navy said. “At 
present, the special demands are for offi- 
cers for amphibious operations, for the 
eargo transports which will supply dis- 
tant beachheads, and the destroyer es- 
corts which will help convoy these ships, 
men and supplies across the oceans. 

“On 831 Dec. 1948, there were 219,27? 
officers in the Regular Navy and Navai 
Reserve. The Navy has not yet reached 
its peak in men or ships and the accel- 
erated demand for new officers may be ex- 
pected to continue until that time ie 
reached.”

Naval Air Force 


Appearing in the Baltimore Sun, articles cabled 
from the Pacific by Howard.

“The modern carrier task force attacks land targets 
with even greater assurance than when formerly con- 
centrated on sea and air targets only. The days when 
it was disaster for carriers and carrier aircraft to 
approach land air bases are a thing of the past. 

“Modern carriers are not only faster, but more

beavily armed and harder to sink. The longer range 
of its aireraft provide another safety factor per- 
mitting it to stay farther away from the target. 
“The carrier has one unquestioned advantage over 
island air bases: superior plane-maintenance facili- 
ties. The complexity and completeness of its floating 
workshop is a wonder to see. Out of the planes aboard 
any given carrier, most are likely to be in operating 
condition all the time, and the whole complement

“For sheer adventure, there is nothing in the annals 
of this war surpassing the exploits of the sailor-flyers

Island three times. 

“First, it should be explained that the navy calls 
any multi-motored plane in combat service a ‘search 
plane.” The name arises from the fact that their 
primary duty is to search a given area of ocean and 
attack anything they find. The army would call these 
same planes bombers. 

“In spite of the hazardous nature of their work, and 
the extreme distances they cover—12 to 15 hour mis- 
sions being not uncommon—the percentage of search- 
plane crews rescued after being downed at sea is 
unbelievably high. The navy has taken special pains 
to perfect a rescue system, and, as a result, claims 
that morale of search-plane personnel is about the 
highest of any branch of the air forces. The whole 
system is based on the method by which the shore 
base keeps track of the planes’ exact location. 

“A hint of the search planes’ effectiveness was pro- 
vided here today by the release of figures showing 
that units based in the newly acquired Gilbert Islands 
in the month of January alone sighted over 150 enemy 
ships, attacked more than half of them, and sank 
or badly damaged one third of the ships attacked.”

Cut Relief Funds for Furloughs 

Funds of the Army Emergency Relief 
may not be used to grant furlough loans 
to soldiers except in case of “extreme 
emergency,” and then only when Red 
Cross or private funds are not available, 
Secretary of War Stimson ordered this 
week. 

This represents an even further curtail- 
ment of the activities of the Army Emer- 
gency Relief, the Secretary having pre- 
viously ordered the closing of all AER 
sections in cities and towns and the turn- 
ing over to the American Red Cross by 15 
March of Army relief work among ex- 
service men and dependents of soldiers. 

The Secretary’s new order is contained 
in Circular No, 59 as follows: 

“Ill—Furlough Loans.—l, Effective im- 
mediately, Army Emergency Relief funds are 
not available for furlough loans except in 
case of extreme emergency such as sickness 
or death in soldier's family or some other 
condition of equal importance to individual 
soldiers, and then only when such condition 
is established to the satisfaction of the com- 
manding officer concerned, and when the 
American Red Cross or private funds are 
not available for the purpose. 

“2. Furloughs for the purpose of enabling 
wounded men at general hospitals to return 
home, when such soldiers have not been paid 
and American Red Cross or private funds are 
not available, are considered emergencies 
within the meaning of paragraph 1, and Army 
Emergency Relief loans by hospital sections 
may be authorized. Appropriate measures 
should be taken to see that soldiers repay 
— loans upon receipt of pay or other bene- 

8. 

“3. The Air Transport Command has been 
advised that bomber, transport, and other 
crews returning with their airplanes from 
foreign areas in which they have been en- 
gaged in operational missions may be loaned 
money to enable them to return home on fur- 
Jough after arrival in the continental United 
States if they have not been paid and are 
without other resources. Such command was 
also advised that Army Air Forces personnel 
released from hospitals in this country after 
partial recovery from wounds or sickness in- 
curred overseas could be loaned money for 
the purpose of returning home on leave or 
furlough provided that they had not been 
paid or were without funds for some other 
good reason and when the Red Cross or 
other funds were not available. 

“4. Loans under similar exceptional cir- 
cumstances may be authorized at any time, 
provided that the investigation indicates the 
existence of a condition which makes it high- 
ly important for the soldier to return home. 
The fact that a soldier is just about to go 
overseas or has just returned from overseas 
is not in itself sufficient reason to use Army 
Emergency Relief funds. 

*‘S. The foregoing is in clarification of re- 
cently announced policies and is not intended 
to provide a means for wholesale exceptions. 
Bach case should be investigated separately 
in coordination with the soldier’s command- 
ing officer and should be determined in ac- 
cordance with the spirit of the policy.” 





Gen. Holcomb on Active Duty 


General Thomas Holcomb, former 
commandant of the Marine Corps, has 
been recalled to active duty, Secretary of 
the Navy Frank Knox stated in answer 
to questioning at a press conference this 
week. He added that an announcement 
of General Holcomb’s assignment would 
be made later. 


Army Branch Chiefs 


The Secretary of War was questioned 
this week as to whether the War Depart- 
ment was planning to advance the Chief 
of Engineers, Surgeon General, or others 
to the rank of lieutenant general in view 
of the recent promotion of corresponding 
Naval bureau chiefs to the rank of vice 
admiral. Mr. Stimson replied that no such 
plan is now under contemplation.

$31-Billion Asked for Navy 

President Roosevelt this week submit- 
ted to Congress a detailed budget for the 
Navy Department for the fiscal year end- 
ing 30 June 1945. 

The budget calls for appropriation of 
$27,989,919,500 in cash and a contract 
authority of $2,800,000,000. Of the cash, 
$10,421,060,000 will liquidate earlier con- 
tract authorizations, including $8,084,- 
000,000 for ship construction and arming, 
$1,991,000,000 for aviation and $281,000,- 
000 for public works. 

No important changes in language 
have been proposed by the President. 

The naval subcommittee of the House 
Appropriations Committee is scheduled 
to begin consideration of the budget early 
in March.

Navy Nurses in Europe 


First Navy nurses to set foot on Euro- 
pean soil since the beginning of the war, 
100 Navy nurses have arrived in Eng- 
land for assignment to duty in a British 
hospital which is being taken over by the 
Navy. 

The nurses are commanded by Lt. 
Comdr. Mary Martha Heck, ANC, who 
will direct all Navy nursing activities in 
the European Theater. 

A class of ten regular and reserve 
Navy nurses began a four-month post- 
graduate course in psychiatric nursing at 
St. Elizabeth’s Hospital, Washington, D. 
C., on 31 Jan. A first class of nine nurses 
has completed the course. 





Marine Aces’ Records 

The Navy Department this week re- 
leased a list of Marine Corps aviators 
who have shot down five or more enemy 
aircraft each, to earn the ranking of ace. 

Maj. Gregory L. “Pappy” Boyington, 
now missing in action, tied the record of 
Maj. Joe Foss, by shooting down 26 
planes. Major Boyington was command- 
ing officer of the Black Sheep squadron, 
which shot down 112 Japanese planes. 

Close behind Major Boyington in con- 
firmed victories, with 25, and now also 
missing in action, was Lt. Robert M. Han- 


son. 

‘apt. (then 1st Lt.) Kenneth A. Walsh, 
also a winner of the Medal of Honor, 
was a member of the first squadron to go 
into action with the Corsairs and he had 
20 victories to his credit when his squad- 
ron was relieved.

Allied Troop Ship Lost 


Loss of 1,000 soldiers in the sinking of 
an Allied troop ship in European waters 
was announced by the War Department 
17 Feb., as follows: 

“Military security now permits announce- 
ment of the sinking, due to enemy action, 
of an Allied ship carrying troops in Euro- 
pean waters on an undisclosed date. Ameri- 
ean soldiers in substantial numbers were 
aboard. The ship was lost at night in a 
heavy sea. 

“The ship sank rapidly and 1,000 men were 
reported as missing. Rescue efforts resulted 
in the saving of about the same number. The 
emergency addressees of all who are listed 
as missing have now been informed. There 
is reason to believe that the enemy does not 
know of the results of this attack and there- 
fore the date is withheld.”

Army-Navy Decorations 
Unofficial compilation of Army awards 
show that up to 1 Jan. 1944, the Army 
had issued 126,525 decorations in World 
War II. Official Navy figures reveal a 
total of 7,073 issued to the Navy, Marine 
Corps, and Coast Guard during the same 
period.

Sea Service Nominations 


The Senate Naval Affairs Committee 
this week reported one of the two nom- 
inations for promotion to highest flag 
rank submitted to it last week but held 
up the second nomination, that of Rear 
Adm. Richmond K. Turner for temporary 
promotion to vice admiral, for “investiga- 
tion.” 

Reported by the committee was the 
nomination of Vice Adm. Raymond A. 
Spruance, commander, Central Pacific 
Force, for temporary promotion § to 
admiral. The Senate later confirmed the 
nomination. 

Chairman Walsh of the Senate com- 
mittee, told the ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL, 
that he had been asked to defer report- 
ing the Turner nomination until certain 
information was obtained. The delay 
was not requested by the Navy Depart- 
ment, Senator Walsh made clear. 

Admiral Turner is commander of the 
amphibious force, Central Pacific. 

Also reported and confirmed was the 
nomination of Col. Omar T. Pfeiffer, 
USMC, to be temporary brigadier gen- 
eral. 

Submitted to the Senate this week were 
the nominations of Capt. Augustine H. 
Gray, USN, to be commodore while serv- 
ing as commander of service squadron 8;

Mustering-Out Payments 

Instructions issued to the Navy, Coast 
Guard and Marine Corps regarding pay- 
ment of mustering out pay under recently 
approved legislation contain a number of 
clarifications of language in the act as 
it applies to the sea services. 

Service afloat and in the air beyond 
the three-mile limit, regardless of the 
period of time involved, constitutes serv- 
ice outside continental United States, the 
Navy Department stated. 

It also was announced that time lost is 
not to be deducted in computing the 60 
days’ service required. 

Mustering out pay is not available to 
liquidate an indebtedness to the govern- 
ment, it was made clear. 

Naval Reserve aviators, class A-V(N), 
and Marine Corps Reserve aviators, class 
NAVC, who are entitled to lump sum pay- 
ment at time of release from active duty 
are not entitled to mustering out pay, 
the department stated. The act excluded 
specifically only reserve aviators of the 
Army who receive lump sum payments 
on release. 

Retirement pay, receipt of which ex- 
cludes from mustering out pay in the act, 
includes retainer pay, the department 
ruled, stating: “Personnel transferred or 
returned to retired or inactive list with 
retired or retainer pay” shall not receive 
mustering out pay.

The Navy Department has ordered that 
with the 31 March fitness reports all of- 
ficers in rank of commander and below 
will submit a separate sheet showing all 
naval schools, including fleet schools, at- 
tended, together with location of school, 
course taken, qualifications attained and 

dates attendance began and ended.

The Sparkman sub-committee of the 
House: Military Committee has recom- 
mended that the full committee report 
H.R. 1675, a bill that provides for the 
allowing of certain double-time credits 
for service between 1898 and 1912 in com- 
puting retired pay. 

The bill amends the existing Pay Re- 
adjustment Act by adding a proviso to 
paragraph 3 of section 9: “That retired 
enlisted men and warrant officers hereto- 
fore or hereafter retired who served Be- 
yond the continental limits of the United 
States between 1898 and 1912, such ser- 
vice having been computed under previous 
laws as double time toward retirement, 
shall be entitled to receive the maximum 
pay now provided for the grade in which 
retired.” 

At present, only actual time served may 
be counted for pay purposes. 


Cavalry 

Capt. Alvin T. Netterblad, Cav., com- 
mander of a Cavalry reconnaissance 
troop of nearly 200 men which spent four 
months in front-line action on daring 
day and night sorties without a single 
death attributes the record to “good train- 
ing and excellent leadership by junior 
officers and non-commissioned officers.” 
Captain Netterblad led the troop on mis- 
sions through Sicily and on the Fifth 
Army front in Italy. 

The mechanized Cavalry troop under 
Captain Netterblad’s command—known 
in the 8rd Infantry Division as the 
“Snoop Troop”—not only obtained valu- 
able information in its forays into enemy- 
held and contested areas, but also cap- 
tured a number of enemy horses and 
mules which were quickly put to use by 
the Americans in moving equipment and 
food. 

The troop’s daylight missions were ac- 
complished with mechanized equipment ; 
those at night, on foot. He added, “I wish 
we had some horse cavalry in our opera- 
tions. When I left Italy, the fighting was 
in terrain so mountainous that mechan- 
ized units could not be used to best ad- 
vantage, and the horse is to a Cavalry 
reconnaissance unit what the mule is to 
supply units in mountain fighting.” 

As for Cavalry reconnaissance in gen- 
eral, he said, “We learned a lot in Tunisia. 
We are over our growing pains now. We 
always will learn, but now we know some- 
thing of how the enemy operates, and we 
have had our own combat experience. All 
my unit did a good job in carrying out 
duties. With training continued on the 
same high plane, we should be able to 
continue functioning as successfully on 
assigned missions.”

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Hospitalization of Dependents 


The Navy Department has issued the 
following instructions regarding hospital- 
ization of dependents of sea service per- 
sonnel : 


“Pursuant to the act of 10 May 1943, hos- 

italization or in-patient treatment at naval 
Rospitals and dispensaries of dependents = 
Navy, Marine Corps and Coast Guard ( 
sonnel) should not be undertaken excep in 
ease of emergency until specific authority for 
such dependent service has been granted by 
the Navy Department. 

“Effective 1 Jan. 1944, per diem per potions 
charge for above depen ents is $1.75 at all 
hospitals and dispensaries. At naval Boagitals 
charge for other supernumeraries is $4.25 in 
the "Bnited States and $35 outside continental 
limits. At mobile and base hospitals no charge 
shall be made for a atients 
hospitalized, and detailed reports of super- 
patients hospitaized are not re- 
ospitalization and outpatient treat- 
wont will be furnished supernumeraries at 
certain designated dispensaries outside con- 
tinental limits as heretofore specifically au- 
thorized. Charges at above rates will be made 
and reported as directed in authorizations. 
Suspension of charges for medical and hospi- 
tal care of United States Army personnel as 
eee in Navy Department Bulletin of 15 
Aug. 1943. Circular tter R-1311, are con- 

tinued in full effect.

Navy Overseas Cable Service 

A world-wide comniunications system 
which for the first time will permit per- 
sons in the United States to send personal 
radio and cable messages to most Navy, 
Marine Corps and Coast Guard personnel 
stationed overseas began service 15 Feb. 
Through the use of Navy postal numbers 
and code words, the new system will in- 
clude transmission of fixed text messages 
(popularly known as_ Expeditionary 
Force Message or EFM cables) and of 
personally worded messages (known as 
Senders’ Composition Message or SCM 
cables.) Overseas personnel of the Naval 
services likewise will be able to send mes 
sages to the United States. 

The Navy system, similar to that w hich 
has been in use by the Army for some 
time, is based on the assignment of coded 
cable addresses to each Navy postal nul 
ber for which cable service is available. 
Commercial telegraph, cable and radio 
offices have been provided with a list of 
these coded addresses and will accept 
messages for transmission.

A consideration of the bills creating additional Generals of the Armies of the 
United States and Admirals of the Navy. It is aware of the sharp criticism of the | 
measures which has been expressed in numerous newspapers throughout the country, | 
but more than this, it is indisposed to violate tradition and precedent and to close | 
the door of reward to the leaders whom the country after the war will demand be hon- 
ored to the same extent as Grant, Sherman, Sheridan and Pershing. All these were men | 
who performed greatly for their country, the Civil War commanders through the defe:t 
of the gallant forces of the South, and Pershing who in the relatively short space of 
nineteen months took the largely untrained forces shipped to him in France and sv 
instructed and led them that with minimum losses, and in cooperation with our Allies, 
Germany was compelled to request an armistice. As we look at the war at this time, 
there are hard and difficult campaigns ahead. We are preparing to pierce the western 
fortress of Europe in coordination with the Russian attack in the east. Besides driving 
the Germans out of Italy, we have other plans in mind for execution in the Mediter- 
ranean. Against Japan, there are four prongs of our assault, from the Aleutians, from 
Hawaii, whence Admiral Nimitz is delivering the one-two blow upon enemy bases, 
from the southwest Pacific, where General MacArthur and Admiral Halsey, with 
perfect teamwork are moving steadily northward, and from India from which will 
be launched in cooperation with the Chinese Army, the invasion of Burma. All these 
activities are preliminaries to the costly campaigns which will require acceptance 
of the inevitable by our enemies. No one is more anxious than the President’s personal 
Staff that supreme honors shall be reserved for the leaders who above all others shall 
prove entitled to them. As a matter of fact, to their special glory, the members of that 
Staff—Generals Marshall and Arnold and Admirals Leahy and King—unselfishly are 
willing to forego any advancement for themselves, and to be content with their own 
knowledge that they have contributed to the most of their ability to the achievement 
of victory. It is an attitude the Services will understand and the country will appre- 
ciate. In the light of history and the possibility of even greater leadership in the days 
to come, the people will expect the Congressional Committees concerned to pigeonhole 
the pending bills, and as in the past, to act upon them only after the war shall have 
ended, and a true evaluation of the services that have been rendered, can be made. 
A S a forecast of the methods we will employ in future attacks, there have been | 
applied both in the Pacific and in Europe the sound factors of first class recon- 
naissance, surprise, and immediate follow up of blows delivered. In the western | 
ocean, these factors were employed in evicting the Japanese from Attu of the Aleutian 
Archipelago ; in the capture of Guadalcanal by the Navy and Marines, and the subse- 
quent operations which eliminated or contained them in the other islands of the | 
Solomon group; in the campaigns of General MacArthur in New Guinea and the | 
Australian Bismarck Archipelago, with Rabaul as the objective, and in the successful | 
reduction by Admiral Nimitz’s forces of the Gilbert and important islands of the 
Marshall group and their bombing of Ponape and bombardment of the strong Japanese 
air and naval base at Truk. The same factors were used successfully at Salerno, and 
in establishing the Anzio beachhead near Rome. All these activities have the identical 
objective, the destruction of the main forces of our enemies. Necessarily, they are 
preliminary at this time. Those in the Pacific are designed to drive back the Japanese 
into their homeland, to compel their Fleet to fight, and to open the way for our 
Armies to clash with theirs. As we read the recent statements made by Admiral 
Nimitz and General Stilwell, we see clearly that their underlying strategy has these 
purposes in view. When we consider the moves being made in Europe, it is to be 
inferred that the High Command has a like aim with respect to the German Army. 
It is possible to infer from General MacArthur’s statement that he would prefer a 
different route to reach the heart of Japanese strength than has Admiral Nimitz or 
General Stilwell. But whatever the route chosen, we may be sure it will be pursued 
relentlessly, and with the preponderant forces we are gathering, and under skillful 
leadership they enjoy, we will brinz our enemies to bay. So far as the Japanese Fleet 
is concerned, it would appear that puzzled by our moves it has been distributed as 
task forces at various points deemed essential for defense. We expect these forces 
eventually to concentrate, and when they do we will welcome them to battle. Once 
they are disposed of, the route to China, which Admiral Nimitz favors, will be open 
for our transports, the route to the Philippines General MacArthur seems to prefer, 
will be open also, and the Bay of Bengal being freed from enemy ships, the Armies 
of Lord Mountbatten can descend upon Burma. It will take time to reach our enemies 
both in the Far East and in Europe, but the Japanese and the Germans know that we 
are on our-way, and in such force that their defeat is certain. 
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S the high importance of the matter requires, Congress is moving slowly in its

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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 











Affairs—Secretary Hull’s continuing use of the sword of diplomacy in all 
areas of the world is facilitating the military operations of the United Nations, as 
indicated by the’developments of the week. His warning to Finland to get out of the 
war or suffer the consequences of Soviet conquest, is responsible for the preliminary 
peace feelers being exchanged by Finnish and Russian representatives in Stock- 
holm; and the Swedish Government, with due regard to its role as a neutral, is 
delicately encouraging their success. Should a Treaty of Peace result from them, 
and it is possible it may do so, a serious blow will be suffered by our German 
foe. There will be the moral effect upon the remaining satellites of the Reich, upon 
neutrals, and upon the German people. There will be the release of large Russian 
forces which have been operating upon the Finnish frontier, for use in the campaign 
in the West. No longer will Murmansk, the Soviet port on the Arctic, to which we 
ship lend-lease material, and the railway therefrom to Leningrad, be menaced by 
German planes operating from Finnish bases. With the Gulf of Finland open when 
warm weather comes and freed from German-Finnish control, vessels of the Baltic 
Fleet will be able to pass into the Baltic Sea, facilitate amphibious operations against 
German forces in the Baltic States, and cooperating with planes, attack German 
communications with Sweden, and capture or sink ships carrying the rich Swedish iron 
ore upon which the German steel industry largely depends. Further, Germany will be 
deprived of vital nickel, cobalt and pulp. Should Finland find herself at war with 
Germany, which is not at all improbable, her Arctic territory could serve as a route 
for Russian troops to invade Norway, and assault German forces in the northern part 
ef that country, while an’ Anglo-American expedition is landing and attacking farther 
to the south. Further, there is the prospect of closer relations with Russia as a result 
of our intervention. 

The withdrawal of Finland thus would have local and far flung consequences 
which materially would affect the progress of the war. It is recognition of this fact 
that has caused Mr. Hull to persist with the utmost patience in his efforts to induce 
Finland to recognize the precariousness of her situation, and to realize that only by 
making peace now could she hope to exist as an independent member of the family of 
nations. It is true that before she can get rid of the German incubus, she may suffer 
from the presence of Hitler’s troops upon her soil. Estimates of the strength of those 
troops range from six to eight divisions, but faced by the Finnish Army ef 400,000 
effectives reinforced by the Russian Army, their annihilation should be swift. Perhaps 
Berlin may bow to the inevitable and arrange to withdraw her forces, but this is not 
being taken into calculation. Just as Hitler divided Italy, so it is likely he will 
endeavor to divide Finland, and thereby retard the execution of the plans the United 
Nations would pursue to achieve the objectives they have in mind. 


The definite aims of our policy with regard to Finland are so clear that the people 
of that country can be assured we will make every effort to secure respect for their 
sovereignty and territory, although as to the latter Marshal Stalin undoubtedly will 
require the recognition of the Karelo-Finnish Republic, and he may insist upon 
acceptance of further terms which would involve the Soviet use of Hankoe as a naval 
and air base, a close association between Russia and Finland which would prevent 
a future war between them, and in time of war Soviet use of Finnish territory for 
operations. This would concern Sweden, which wants Finland to serve as a buffer 
state between her territory and Russia. As the Finnish Government is relying upon 
the United States to aid her in getting out of the war at the least cost, Secretary 
Hull is prepared, if necessary, to use his good offices to induce Marshal Stalin to be 
lenient. Helsinki unquestionably would be disposed to surrender to us, but that is a 
hot iron we will not handle. What we are endeavoring to do is to bring about a 
composition between Russia and Finland on terms mutually acceptable and in 
the interest of victory we will naturally do everything we properly can to achieve it. 

Besides our anxiety to convince the Finns that in warning them to abandon their 
German ally we are motivated solely by concern for their interest, the President and 
Secretary Hull are showing by the policy we are pursuing in connection with the 
occupied states and Italy, that we have no selfish design but are acting exclusively 
to promote their well being. We are cold-blooded only in our determination not to 
permit any political question to interfere with military operations; and wisely so, 
because after all those operations are necessary in order to achieve the aims we have 
fixed. Once the operations are successful, then the people will determine upon their 
democratic form of government, and the personnel to comprise it. The problem is 
simple in the cases of Norway, Denmark, the Netherlands, Belgium, and Czecho- 
Slovakia. Already, the Army, with the approval of the State Department and after 
negotiations, have transmitted to General Eisenhower agreements for the restoration 
of civil government in Norway, the Netherlands and Belgium. 

With respect to Poland, such an agreement must be postponed until the time 
when the government-in-exile has reached a political and territorial understanding 
with the Soviet Union. The matter of civil government for France is compiicated by 
the ambitious designs of the French Committee on National Liberation. That Com- 
mittee is persisting in the purge of officials and officers who served under the Vichy 
Gevernment, action which we deprecate because it is affecting the discipline of the 
French Army, and so is damaging to the general military effort. Nor has de Gaulle 
abandoned his ambitious design to be recognized as the Government of France. This, 
the President will not agree to but we are dealing with the Committee in matters relat- 
ing to the French Empire. When France is liberated, her people alone will determine 
who shall be their rulers. In Italy, we are extending the civil control of the Badoglio 
Government to localities freed from German occupation, but as hitherto stated we 
would prefer that King Victor Emmanuel abdicate in favor of some other member of 
the Royal family who is not tainted with Fascism and Naziism. All the agreements 
made with the authorities of the states we invade, impose upon the Army the responsi- 
bility of handling relief and rehabilitation. The President stated this week that for 
each country we enter, the Army will be supplied with currency to be used until the 
native government is established when, of course, it will issue its own money. 

The Senate is about to pass the House approved bill authorizing an apprepriation 
of $1,350 billions for United States participation in the United Nations Rehabilitation 
and Relief Administration. By a joint resolution, this chamber has urged the Secre- 
tary of State to permit relief to be distributed in the conquered states of Europe by the 
private agency of which Former President Hoover is the head. It is expected the 
British Government will agree to permit the Hoover agency to operate, particularly 
as it contemplates measures which will prevent any food from reaching the German 
Army or the German population. Involved in this matter is the question of whether 
the blockade, which has been extended to include the Bay of Biscay, shall be opened 
even for charitable purposes. About one feature of the general blockade Spain is 
concerned. The Franco Government has agreed to release some of the Italian ships 
which sought refuge in her ports, but it has not consented to the suppression of the 
important wolfram trade with Germany. When the demands we have made shall 
a complied with, we will permit the resumption of oil shipments to the Iberian 
ountry. 


In a report to the Senate the Truman Committee has emphasized that failure to 


make proper provision for adequate petroleum supplies for the United States during | 





| the next few decades will vitally affect both our security and development. It, there 


fore, recommends the determination of a national policy on petroleum. This report 
is in a sense an approval of the action of the President in arranging for the construction 
of a pipe line from Saudi-Arabian wells. The Senate is preparing to investigate this 
project. 
There is no surprise in Washington at the changes in the Ramirez Ministry 
brought about by the Grupo Officiales Unidos of the Argentine Army. Some such 
reaction was to have been expected in view of the action of the Ministry in severing 
relations with Germany and Japan, and the measures it took to suppress espionage 
and prosecute the German agents and natives who were involved. However, Wasp. 
ington authorities and diplomats are convinced that in the end whether Ramirez 
goes or stays, Argentina will find herself in line with the policy of Pan-America. Her 
interests compel such an attitude, and the practical people of the Republic, jit jg 
believed, will promote its realization.

Division, War Department General Staff. General White, who transferred from the 
Infantry to the Air Corps following a tour of duty in the Canal Zone in 1924, hag 
filled many assignments including those of Assistant Military Attache at Moscow 
and to Italy and Greece and Military Attache to Brazil. In 1940 he became chief of 
the United States Military Air Mission to Brazil. He is rated a command pilot 
combat pilot and technical observer. :

Dayton 
Ohio, the quilt is made of water-repellent material and weighs less than three 
pounds, Filled with chicken feathers, it not only has warmth but sufficient buoyancy 
to va used as a life preserver when folded lengthwise and tied around the wearer's 
waist. 

When packed the quilt makes a compact bundle about 14 inches square. Opened, 
it measures six by four feet. The waterproof carrying case may also be used for 
“storing water.

Rank in Navy—There are at pregent on the active list of the Navy 5 full 
admirals, 21 vice admirals, 159 rear admirals of the line, 35 rear admirals of the 
staff and 26 commodores, Chairman Walsh of the Senate Naval Affairs Committee 
reported to the Senate last week. The tabulation does not, of course, include retired 
officers on active duty, nor the pending nominations of Vice Adm. Raymond A. 
Spruance for temporary promotion to admiral and Rear Adm. Richmond K. Turner 
for promotion to vice admiral. Not included in the number of vice admirals in Senator 
Walsh’s tabulation are the three bureau chiefs, one of the line and two of the staff 
advanced to that grade last week. 

Senator Walsh reminded the Senate that prior to the temporary promotion act 
of 24 July 1941, “the President was limited in the number of admirals and vice- 
admirals and other officers he could name. Under the act of 1941 he was given the 
power to make temporary promotions and name as many admirals, vice admirals 
and other officers in the Navy as he deemed necessary. 

If the totals given by Senator Walsh are compared with the names of officers 
holding flag rank on 1 July 1941, just before enactment of the temporary promotion 
act and shortly before the war, it will be seen that the number of full admirals has 
increased by only one, from four to five. With 21 vice admirals, there is a seven- 
fold increase ever the three officers in that rank on 1 July 1941. On the earlier date 
there were 84 rear admirals of the line, 10 rear admirals of the staff, and no com- 
modores on the active list or on active duty. 


American and Foreign Rank—-In view of the arguments being advanced in favor 
of higher rank fer the Army and Navy as a method of equalizing the rank of American 
members of the Combined Chiefs of Staff with the rank held by British members of 
the staff, it is of interest to note that the War Department itself does not always 
assimilate American officers with foreign officers whose titles—literally translated— 
are identical. For instance, the department’s military textbook on German military 
organization ranks “general,” translated as “general,” with lieutenant general in the 
United States Army. The rank above general in the German Army, “generaloberst,” 
translated “colonel general,” is ranked with our general. Included in that grade by 
the department are “Oberbefehlshaber der Luftwaffe,” which may be translated 
“eommander-in-chief of the Air Forces”; “Oberbefehlshaber deer Heeres,” or “com- 
mander-in-chief of the Land Forces,” and “Oberbehlshaber der Marine,” which may 
be translated “Ohief cf Naval Operations.” 

The German “Generalleutnant,” translated “lieutenant general,” is ranked with 
our major general by the War Department. The German rank of “Generalmajor,” 
translated “major general,” ranks with our brigadier general. The rank in the 
Nazi army next below Generalmajor is “Oberst,” or “Colonel.” 


Signal Corps—Col. Charles M. Baer, Signal Corps, who has been serving as Depart- 
ment Signal Officer, Headquarters, Antilles Department in the Caribbean area, has 
— named a deputy director of the Ft. Monmouth, N. J., Signal Corps Publications 
Agency. 

_ Lt. Col. Jules E. Gonseth, jr., former Executive Officer of the Plans and Opera- 
tions Division, Office of the Chief Signal Officer, has been named Chief, Requirements 
Planning Branch of the same Division, succeeding Col. Edward C. Gillette, jr., who 
has been given an important overseas assignment. 

_ Establishment of an Aircraft Signal Patent Agency at Wright Field, Dayton, 
Ohio, and a Ground Signal Patent Agency at Camp Evans, Belmar, N. J., has been 
announced by the Office of the Chief Signal Officer. The Dayton organization will 
be responsible for preparation of patent applications covering inventions made at the 
Signal Corps Aircraft Signal Agency laboratories, while the organization at Belmar 
will have similar responsibility for inventions at the Signal Corps Ground Signal 
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Agency laboratories. 

Unwilling to wait for standard submarine wire during the desperate struggle 
for Munda, a Signal Corps detachment laid an underwater telephone line from Corps 
headquarters on Rendova Island to the mainland with spiral 4 cable designed for 
use on land. This marked the first time its use for underwater communication has 
been reported according to Col. Francis L. Ankenbrandt, SC, Signal Officer of the 
U. S. Army Forces in the South Pacific Theater of Operations. The route ran through 
1% miles of muddy plantation; 2.2 miles of ocean, with a depth of 1,700 feet; 2.4 
miles of almost impassable jungle; another 2.2 miles of ocean and 1 mile through 
tangled jungle on the mainland. 

Determination of the Signal Corps to continue to put signal communication ma- 
terial in the hands of American fighting men “when and where it is needed” was 
reiterated by Maj. Gen. James A. Code, jr., at a conference of Depot, Port and Service 
Command Signal officers and Directors of Supply of Service Commands in Chicago 
this week. 

The conference—which was also addressed by Major General William H. Har- 
rison, Chief of the Signal Corps Procurement and Distribution Service—was devoted 
to problems of distribution and related subjects. 


Corps of Engineers—With the gradual change of the tactical situation in North. 
west Canada and the near completion of Army construction in that area, the North- 
west Division, Corps of Eggineers, has been consolidated with the Northwest Service 
Command. The move wi made to further conserve manpower and to simplify 
administration, since the Alaska Highway has been completed and construction is 
practically finished on the Canol project. 

Brig. Gen. Ludson D. Worsham, USA, Northwest Division Engineer, who has 
been in immediate charge of Army construction in Northwest Canada, succeeds Brig. 
Gen. James A. O’Connor, USA, as Commanding General of the Northwest Service 
Command. General Worsham will maintain headquarters of the Northwest Service 
Command at Edmonton, Alberta, and will be in charge of administration and supply 
of.all American troops and civilians, as well as all Army construction in the area. 
General O’Connor’s new assignment has not been announced. 


Ordnance Department—On the basis of past battle achievements, the Army Ordnance 
Department is stepping up production of amphibious trucks. Battle reports from the 
Mediterranean and Southwest Pacific theatres contained highest praise of the 6- 
wheeled 2%-ton amphibian truck, popularly known as “the Duck,” which is procured 
by Army Ordnance for the Transportation Corps and maintained in the combat 
zones by Ordnance combat mechanics. 

Main feature of the Duck is that it can pick up battle supplies from a _ transport 
or LST (landing-ship-tank) and bring them to shore or to an ammunition dump some 
miles inland. Amphibious trucks handled a big part of the tonnage going in to the 
Nettuno beachhead just south of Rome. They were also used as deep-water traffic 
stations from which MP’s directed incoming combat units and supplies. 

A company of Ducks also played a prominent role at Salerno, in the early days 
of the Italian campaign, bringing food, water, gasoline and other supplies to help the 
infantry blast the enemy off the beaches. The Ducks were loaded and placed in the 
water 12 miles from shore at 2 A. M. In the darkness they slipped in unobserved by 
the enemy, who were positively flabbergasted when the gunfire suddenly broke loose. 


Quartermaster Corps—Military and civilian personnel of the Quartermaster General’s 
Office and the Washington Quartermaster Depot were guests of the Coca Cola Co. in 
Washington, D. C., 12 Feb., at their weekly radio broadcast. In addition a stage show 
featuring many stars of the stage, screen and radio was presented. The guests, num- 
bering more than a thousand, included Maj. Gen. Edmund B. Gregory and other high 
ranking officers of the Quartermaster Corps. 


Bureau of Ships—The light cruiser Oklahoma City will be launched 20 Feb. at the 
Cramp Shipbuilding yards, Philadelphia. The Secretary of the Navy has designated 
Mrs. Anton Classen as sponsor for the vessel which is the first to bear the name 
of Oklahoma’s capital. 

The destroyer Swenson, honoring the late Capt. Lyman Knute Swenson, USN, 
was launched 12 Feb. at the yards of the Bath Iron Works, Inc., Bath, Maine. 
The vessel was sponsored by Captain Swenson’s daughter, Miss Cecilia A. Swenson.

Runways, repair shops and buildings were 
damaged, with many explosions and fires, Ten 
parked aircraft were destroyed on the ground. 
There was no interception. All our planes re- 
turned. 

Cape St. George—Our Solomons air patrols 
shot down an enemy fighter. 

New Britain: Rabaul: Our Solomons Air 
Force with night harassing raids and heavy 
daylight attacks continued bombing the en- 
emy base. One hundred seventy-four tons of 
bombs were dropped. Torpedo and dive- 
bombers striking Vunakanau after dawn de- 
stroyed one parked enemy bomber and prob- 
ably six others. They scored direct hits on 
twelve gun positions and started fires visi- 
ble for forty miles. 

At midday our medium units returned 
against Vaunakanau while heavy bombers 
struck Tobera. Fires were started in revet- 
ments. Over sixty fighters attempted to halt 
our attacks. Our pilots report shooting down 
thirty-two and probably nine for a loss of 
four of ours and others damaged: 

Cape Hoskins: Our escorted medium and 
attack planes dropped twenty-three tons of 
bombs on enemy supply and bivouac areas. 
Our air patrols attacked and probably sank 
a 1,000-ton cargo vessel off Jacquinot Bay, 
bombed buildings at Talasea and _ started 
large fires at Garove Island. Our Solomons 
air patrols sank an enemy coastal vessel off 
Pondo Point. 

Borgen Bay: Our ground patrols ranging 
toward Cape Mensing found many enemy 
dead from starvation or disease, indicating 
serious disruption of enemy supply lines 
caused by constant attacks by our air and 
light naval craft. Enemy reconnaissance 
planes ineffectively raided Cape Gloucester. 

New Guinea: Our night air patrols de- 
stroyed five enemy barges at Dogumur Bay. 
Southwest of Sidor our dive-bombers with 
fighter escort bombed and strafed Yofayoga 
and nearby villages, causing much damage. 
Our light naval units at night destroyed an 
enemy barge at Erima plantation. An enemy 
reconnaissance plane ineffectively raided our 
shipping off Burna. 

Solomon Islands: Our air patrols destroyed 
two barges at Matchin Bay and attacked 
Bonis and Soraken, Our night patrols and 
dive-bombers attacked enemy positions at 
Empress Augusta Bay and Choiseul Bay. Our 
naval units sheiled Tiaraka and Teopasino 
lantation, starting fires and attacked shore 
argets around Buka, Enemy reconnaissance 
planes ineffectively raided at Torokina. 


14 Feb. 


Northwestern Sector: Celebes: Our heavy 
units at night bombed Kendiar airdrome, 
causing explosions and fires in revetment 
areas visible for sixty miles. 

Timor: Our heavy units raided Dili 
night starting fires. 

Northeastern Sector: New Britain: Rabaul: 
Our Solomons Air Force, employing all cate- 
gories of bombers with a _ strong escort, 
dropped 134 tons of bombs on Vunapope, To- 
bera and Vunakanau airdromes in a concen- 
trated midday attack. Damage was heavy 
with numerous fires and explosions. Six 
barges in the harbor were sunk. In the air, 
against weak opposition, we destroyed three 
enemy planes and probably destroyed five 
others. Two of our planes were lost and 
others were damaged. 

Williaumez Peninsula: Our air patrols 
bombed Cape Dampier, Cage Hoskins and 
Talesea and destroyed or damaged several 
small craft in Eleonora Bay. 

Borgen Bay: Our ground forces, expanding 
the zone of their operations to the south and 
east of Borgen Bay, destroyed large quanti- 
ties of equipment and ammunition abandoned 
by the enemy in his hasty withdrawal. 

New Guinea: Wewak: Our night air patrols 
scoring direct hits left a 3,000-ton enemy 


at 











cargo vessel listing. At Aita our fighters 
shot down an enemy bomber, Farther east at 
Murik Lagoon our escorted attack planes at 
minimum altitudes bombed and strafed en- 
emy villages, destroying buildings, a fuel 
dump and a beached floatplane. 

Madang Coast: Our air patrols strafed the 
runway at Alexishafen, destroyed or damaged 
two gun batteries at Bunabun Harbor, 
bombed installations at Karkar Island and 
attacked villages at Cape Iris, causing fires 
with much damage. South of Bogadjim our 
dive-bombers and fighters attacked enemy 
supply dumps. Our light naval units attacked 
coastal targets at night. 

Solomon Islands: Our air patrols attacked 
enemy positions south of our Torokina perim- 
iter, west of Numanuma and in the Buka 
Passage area. Our light naval units attacked 
shore targets south of Empress Augusta Bay. 

15 Feb. 

Northwestern Sector: Reconnaissance activ- 
ity only. 

Northeastern Sector: Admiralty Islands: 
Our escorted medium units dropped ninety 
tons of bombs on enemy supply and bivouac 
areas at Momote airdrome, causing explosions 
and fires. 

New Ireland: Kavieng: Our escorted heavy 
units, in a day attack, dropped 147 tons of 
explosives on the airdrome. The runway was 
extensively damaged. Two parked bombers 
and an ammunition dump were destroyed 
and numerous fires were started. There was 
no interception. 

New Britain: Our ground forces have occu- 
pied Rooke [Umboi] Island in the Vitiaz 
Strait and Gorissi near Cape Mensing. Our 
air patrols damaged shore installations at 
Garove Island and a barge south of Talesea. 
At Gasmata our fighter-bombers attacked 
jetty areas. 

Cape Gloucester and Arawe reported light 
enemy air raids before dawn causing minor 
casualties and damage. 

Rabaul: Our Solomons-based bombers in all 
eategories with fighter escort dropped 179 
tons of explosives in a midday attack on La- 
kunai, Tobera, and Vunakanau airdromes. 
The target was well covered causing much 
damage. One of our Solomons night patrols 
reported a direct hit on an enemy vessel in 


the St. George Channel. 


Wewak: Our escorted attack 
planes bombed and strafed the Tadji air- 
drome and shipping at noon. The runway 
was heavily damaged and seven enemy planes 
were destroyed on the ground and four oth- 
ers probably damaged. A 3,000-ton freighter 
and coastal vessel was left in flames and

Madang Coast: Our dive bombers, with 
fighter escort, bombed Siara Island and 
strafed Madang, causing fires and explosions. 

Rai Coast: Our air patrols attacked enemy | 
positions at Cape Iris and inland villages. Our | 
naval units at night bombarded enemy in- | 
stallations at Herwarth Point and Singor. | 

Mintjim Valley: Our fighter bombers in di- | 
rect ground support attacked enemy posi- 
tions at Saipa. 

Solomon Islands: Botigainville: Our air 
patrols attacked targets of opportunity south- 
east of Empress Augusta Bay and at Kieta 
Kekere Plantation and Numanuma. Enemy 
planes raided Torokina and Sterling Islands 
under cover of darkness, causing slight dam- 
age and casualties. 

Northwestern Sector: Reconnaissance activ- 
ity only. 

Northeastern Sector: Admiralty Islands: 
Our escorted medium units attacked Momote 
airdrome, dispersal and supply areas with 
ninety tons of bombs, causing numerous fires 
and cratering the runway. Returning to base 
they strafed installations on Pak and Ram- 
butyo Islands. 

New Ireland: Kavieng: Our escorted heavy 
units dropped 113 tons of bombs on Kavieng 
and Panapai airdromes, causing heavy dam- 


age to installations with many fires. There 
was no interception, 

New Britain: Rabaul: Our Solomons Air 
Force, preceded by a night of harassing 


raids, executed a coordinated attack on the 
enemy base at midday. Bombers of all cate- 
gories struck Vunakanau, Tobera and La- 
kunai airdromes simultaneously with 171 tons 
of explosives. Destruction to installations was 
heavy. Many fires were started, with smoke 
rising thousands of feet. Eight enemy planes 
caught on the ground were destroyed or dam- 
aged. Of forty enemy fighters intercepting, | 
we shot down seven and five others probably. 
We lost three fighters. 

Cape Hoskins: Our medium units with 
fighter escort bombed enemy bivouacs and 
supply areas at Porapora with twenty-two 
tons of explosives. Our_air patrols attacked 
targets at Talasea and Cape Raoult, destroy- | 
ing two surface boats. | 

ape Gloucester: Two minor _ ineffectual 
enemy air raids occurred here and at Arawe. | 
One plane was shot down by ground fire at 
Gloucester. 

New Guinea: Wewak: Our escorted attack 
planes bombed Dagua airdrome from mini- 
mum altitude, damaging two parked aircraft 
and starting fires. Six of twenty enemy fight- 
ers attempting to intercept were shot down 
and one was probably destroyed. 

Sepik River: Our night air patrols success- 
fully attacked a 1, -ton enemy freighter, 
leaving it beached in a sinking condition. Fur- 
ther south, air units strafed and set afire 
enemy supply dumps near Erima. 

Solomon Islands: We have seized the north- 
ern_end of the Solomons archipelago. New 
Zealand and American ground troops, covered 
by naval and air forces, landed and occupied 
the Green [Nissan] Islands. Enémy ground 
resistance was negligible and his air reaction 
weak. This culminates a successful series of 
flank movements commencing in the New 
Georgia group which has gradually enveloped 
all enemy forces in the Solomons. 

These fokces, estimated at 20,000 strong, dis- 
persed through Choisseul, Shortland, Bou- 
gainville and Buka Islands, are now isolated 
from their sources of supply at Rabaul. Star- 
vation and disease are certain to ensue from 
the military blockade which renders their 
position hopeless. With their airfields de- 
stroyed and their barge traffic paralyzed, re- 
lief of these scattered garrisons is no longer 
practicable and their ultimate fate is sealed. 








For all strategic military purposes, this com 
pletes the campaign for the Solomon Islands.

Maj. Gen. Frank McIntyre, USA-ret., a 
West Point classmate of General John J. 
Pershing, died at St. Francis Hospital, 
Miami Beach, Fla., 16 Feb. 1944. 

Born in Montgomery, Ala., in 1865, General 
McIntyre had made his home in that city for 
the last eight years. He attended the Uni- 
versity of Alabama and was graduated from 
the U. S. Military Academy in 1886. 

General McIntyre served on the General 
Staff in 1903, and in 1912 was appointed Chief 
of the Bureau of Insular Affairs. He was 
appointed assistant chief of staff 10 July 1918, 
serving with General Peyton C. March. 

Upon his retirement in 1929, he was ap- 
pointed by the Philippine government as 
Philippine Trade Commissioner in Washing- 
ton, D. C. He was chairman of the board 
of the Philippine Railroad and a member of 
the board of directors of the Panama Rail- 
Steamship Line.

department, to work out a satisfactory 
system for discipline and the administra- 

tion of justice under the new order. 

In pursuance of this aim, it was neces- 
sary to insure the maintenance of a uni- 
form system and seale of punishments ad- 
justed to war conditions. 

An important factor in the maintenance 
of discipline and in the meting out of 
justice is to insure, insofar as possible, 
that offenses will be promptly as well as 
fairly dealt with. With this in view, the 
Judge Advocate General has endeavored 
to decentralize the administration of 
courts martial as completely as was con- 
sistent with uniformity of punishment in 
similar cases. To further this aim, Com- 
mandants of Naval Districts were recent- 
ly authorized to convene general courts 
martial. A direct result of this authoriza- 
tion is a material decrease in the opera- 
tions involved in the preparation of pre- 
cepts for courts, withdrawals and trans- 
fers of cases, the preparation of charges 
and specifications and the correspondence 
collateral thereto. However, a more care- 
ful review in the Office of the Judge Ad- 
voeate General in order to insure uni- 
formity with respect to the legal and pro- 
cedural aspects of the court martial rec- 
ords and the action of the convening au- 
thorities thereon, is necessitated under 
this practice. 

Out of the wide activities of the Navy 
in this war, there has arisen the neces- 
sity for revival of trials of civilians by 
military commissions in certain outlying 
activities. In addition, the trial by gen- 
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eral courts martial of civilians in certain 
areas of the globe outside the continental 
limits of the United States for certain 
military offenses was authorized during 
the past year. These cases require the 
most careful and meticulous attention to 
insure justice and the preservation of 
civil rights under war conditions. 

Another important function of the office 
connected with men and morale is the re- 
viewing of the records of proceedings of 
Courts of Inquiry, Boards of Investiga- 
tion, and administrative reports. From 
these reviews the question of misconduct 
in cases involving death or injury to naval 
personnel not incurred as the result of 
enemy action and the legality of the pro- 
ceedings is determined. The importance 
of these determinations lies in the effect 
upon the rights of the beneficiaries in 
each case, not only as to benefits accrued 
under laws relating to the Navy, but un- 
der the laws and regulations relating to 
the Veterans’ Administration. 

The addition of the female branch of 
the Naval Reserve, popularly known as 
the WAVES, has introduced many legal 
problems above and beyond those which 
are strictly matters of personnel admin- 
istration. An even closer liaison between 
various departments and offices of the 
Navy and the Congress in connection with 
legislation proposed by the Navy Depart- 
ment, as well as with legislation affect- 
ing the Navy introduced in the Congress, 
has been maintained during this second 
year of the war. 

No greater factor in the morale of a 
fighting force can be found than the ade- 
quate provision for the dependents of its 
men. The operation and revision of the 
family allowance law involves numerous 
legal phases that are interpreted and fol- 
lowed by recommended revisions of the 
law. 

The administration of legal assistance 
problems is controlled in the Office of the 
Judge Advocate General, although the ac- 
tual supplying of this assistance has been 
delegated to the various Commandants 
of Naval Districts and commanders 
afloat. This decentralization results in a 
more efficient and effective functioning of 
this aid to morale within the service. 

The widely dispersed activities of the 
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Navy within the United States has nat- 
urally resulted in raising many questions 
concerning the imposition of taxes on the 
numerous activities of the Navy. Both 
armed services, whenever faced with 
problems of state taxation of war con- 
tracts, have agreed with each other upon 
matters of policy and procedure, and then 
acted jointly through personal interviews 
to secure the cooperation of the particu- 
lar state tax officials concerned. This 
technique of presenting to the state a 
unified front and a cooperative attitude 
has been very effective in obtaining sat- 
isfactory solutions to tax problems. 
War-time problems in Admiralty are 
not only novel, but of far-reaching sig- 
nificance. The vast increase in the num- 
ber of vessels operated by the Navy, 
coupled with the abnormal methods of 
operation in time of war, tends to pro- 
duce large numbers of collisions. The 
assembling of evidence and conduct of 
litigation under the requirement of 
maintenance of security information 
presents innumerable difficulties. War 
conditions necessitated revision of the

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Financial Digest 
Congress, which formally presented 


legislation barring payment of subsidies 
to reduce consumers’ prices to the Presi- 
dent late this week, expects to receive the 
measure back promptly, unsigned. Ad- 
ministration forces are confident that the 
veto will be sustained, while opponents 
of subsidies, led by Senator Bankhead, 
Democrat, of Ala., and Representative 
Wolcott, Republican, of Mich., said they 
believed they have a good chance of over- 
riding the veto. 

The House’s vote of 278 to 117 on pas- 
sage of the bill, 23 Nov., and its vote of 
249 to 118 this week, on adoption of the 
conference report ironing out Senate 
amendments, would serve to indicate that 
body has the necessary two-thirds vote to 
pass the bill over a Presidential veto. The 
Senate approved the bill 11 Feb., by a vote 
of 43 to 28. Unless subsidy opponents can 
increase this margin, the President will 
be sustained. The Senate adopted the con- 
ference report this wek on a voice vote. 

The anti-subsidy provisions are at- 
tached to a bill extending the life of the 
Commodity Credit Corporation, vehicle 
for payment of certain subsidies. Should 
the bill be vetoed, and the President not 
be overruled, action will be necessary to 
extend the life of the C.C.C., which died 
17 Feb. 

Attempts on the floor of the House to 
enforce further reduction of government 
spending have so far this session failed 
to materialize. Four appropriation bills 
so far have been reported to the House. 
In the case of three bills, only slight cuts 
under budget estimates were recom- 
mended by the Appropriations Commit- 
tee. Two of these bills, the Independent 
Offices and the Treasury-Post Office Ap- 
propriation Bills, passed the House with 
little controversy and almost no floor 
amendment. “he third bill, providing 
funds for the Department of State, Jus- 
tice, and Commerce, is now before the 
House. 

In the case of the fourth measure, the 
War Department Civil Functions Bill,

the committee recommended no changes 
from the budget total, and the House ap- 
proved the measure without amendment. 
However, both Democrats and Republi- 
cans on the subcommittee were agreed 
in criticism of the Budget Bureau for ex- 
pending funds on flood control and river 
and harbor projects not authorized by 
Congress, the funds being obtained 
through the freezing of construction proj- 
ects for which funds had been appro- 
priated in prior years. To present a repeti- 
tion of this procedure, the committee 
recommended, and the House approved, 
an abolition of such part of prior year 
unexpended appropriations as will not 
be spent for specifically authorized 
projects in the coming fiscal year. An- 
nouncement was made by Republican 
members of the Appropriations Commit- 
tee that the unexpended appropriations 
of other agencies may be abolished from 
time to time.

Merchant Marine 


Military courts have jurisdiction over 
merchant seamen on vessels operated in 
Army supply lines, Federal District Judge 
M. G. Underwood, ruled in court at Co- 
lumbus, Ohio, 9 Feb., denying a writ of 
habeas corpus to a sailor sentenced by 
military court martial to serve two years 
in Chillicothe Federal Reformatory. 

The seaman had contended that the 
military court lacked jurisdiction because 
he was a civilian and was not informed 
when hired at a New York union hall that 
he would be shipped out with a convoy. 
The seaman was convicted of striking the 
master of the SS Anthony Wayne while 
the ship was transporting soldiers and 
military supplies from the United States 
to Casablanca. 

“The time and location of said offense 
was ‘in the field’ within the meaning and 
intent of the 2nd Article of War,” Judge 
Underwood stated. 

An appeal is to be taken by seamen’s 
unions. 

Issue Casualty List 

The Navy Department issued the six- 
teenth merchant marine casualty list of 
the war this week. Covering the period 1 
Jan. to 31 Jan. 1944, the list contains 107 
names. Dead number 23, including two 
men whose next of kin reside in foreign 
countries, and missing total 87, including 
one seaman whose addressee lives abroad. 
Names of the trio were not included. 

Casualties from 27 Sept. 1941 to 1 Feb. 
1944 total 5,501, including 468 dead, 4,252 
missing and 565 prisoners of war. 

Employment of Lake Seamen 

Precautionary measures to preserve an 
adequate supply of Great Lakes seamen 
through local employment during winter 
lay-up and to provide restricted use of 
their temporary service in offshore ship- 
ping only if they comply fully with the 
stabilization order of the War Manpower 
Commission have been taken by the War 
Shipping Administration, in collaboration 
with other government agencies con- 
cerned. 

All port representatives on the Great 
Lakes were advised to refuse such sea- 
men transportation to deep water ports 
unless they possess a statement of avail- 
ability or are referred to the Recruitment 
and Manning Organization of WSA by the 
United States Employment Service. 

Many Great Lakes seamen were travel- 
ing at their own expense to deep water 


ports seeking jobs, feeling that Great 
Lakes jobs were not deferable. A more 
effective stabilization plan for Great 


Lakes seamen will be announced shortly, 
WME said.

b. Rotational personnel is that which prior 
to return to the United States is replaced in 

ade and military occupational specialty 
(MOS) or specification serial number (SSN) 
by personnel requisitioned from the United 
States. 

4. Purpose.—The purpose of the rotation of 
personnel is to— 

a. Insure the efficiency of a command by re- 
placing those who do not require hospitaliza- 
tion, but whose morale or health has been 
adversely affected by prolonged 
duty under severe conditions, and whose ef- 
fectiveness cannot be restored by exchange 
within the theater. See paragraph 8. 

b. Return to the continental United States 
experienced personnel for use in training and 
in the formation of new units, or for other 
purposes. 

ec. Return by replacement therefor, person- 
nel considered by the theater commander as 
deserving of such return. Men who have been 
wounded in action more than once, even 
though released from the hospital to full 
duty, should receive consideration, 

5. Selection, — Persons rotated under the 
provisions of this section will be those with 
the longest service in the command or those 
with the longest service overseas. Each thea- 
ter commander will prescribe for his theater 
the period of service which will render indi- 
viduals eligible for consideration tor rotation. 
It must be understood that eligibility does 
not bestow the right to be relieved from an 
oversea theater, but only establishes a basis 
for selection, the actual relief being dependent 
upon the personnel situation, exigencies of 
the service, and prosecution of the war. No 
individual should be informed that he will be 
relieved at any definite time until orders are 
issued. 

6. Requisitions.—Estimates, by arm or serv- 
ice, grade, color, and MOS or SSN which will 
serve as requisitions for replacements for 
rotational personnel, will be submitted 
periodically and sufficiently in advance to 
permit these replacements to arrive in the 
theater prior to the desired date of departure 
of relieved personnel. Such requisitions will 
be distinct from other requisitions and will 
be consolidated separately for Army Air 
Forces (including all arms and services with 
the Army Air Forces and excluding combat 
crews), Army Ground Forces, and Army Serv- 
ice Forces (including all services not with 
the Army Air Forces). Communications will 
identify such personnel as ROTATIONAL 
PERSONNEL. 

7. Reports. — At the proper time, theater 
commanders will report to The Adjutant Gen- 
eral (Attention: SPGAR) personnel ready for 
shipment to the United States under this sec- 
tion and will quote the letter file reference 
and/or requisition number under which re- 
placements for the shipment were requisi- 
tioned. This report will include all indi- 
viduals, scheduled for rotation, and will be 
consolidated as are requisitions (see par. 6). 
Shipments of personnel under the provisions 
of this section will be reported only as herein 
prescribed. Actual shipment to the United 
States will not be made until authorized by 
the War Department... . 

8. Exchange within theaters.—Theater and 
similar commanders will use every means 
available to them to maintain personnel ef- 
ficiency by exchange within their gommands. 
Special consideration will be given to the 
relief of personnel on duty at remote or small 
stations. 

9. General.—a. Officers reported under the 
Provisions of this section will be only those 
qualified in every respect to perform efficient- 
ly the duties of their grade (or higher grade) 
in their arm or service. A statement to this 
effect will be included in the report.

d. Discharge.—Enlisted personnel returned 
for discharge will be reported separately. 
Prior to return a statement that the indi- 
vidual is to be discharged will be entered on 
his service record under “Remarks Admini- 
strative.” 

e. Disposing of officers definitely unqualified 
for duty in any capacity. — An officer not 
qualified in every respect to perform efficient- 
ly the duties of his grade in his branch or one 
whose service has been unsatisfactory will not 
be sent to the United States under the pro- 
visions of section II. Reassignment within 
the theater with or without demotion will be 
used to the maximum extent possible and in 
eonjunction with reclassification prosecings 
when appropriate.

14. Requistitions for return of personnel by

Only 
in the most exceptional circumstances will the 
requests for the return of named officers be 
submitted. 

Unnumbered restricted War Department 
Circulars dated 28 June 1943 and 19 October

United States, are rescinded. 





C. of S. Lauds Allied Accord 


General George C. Marshall, Chief of 
Staff, speaking 16 Feb. at Yale Univer- 
sity ceremonies awarding the Howland 
Memorial Prize to Field Marshal Sir 
John Dill, chief of the British Joint Staff 
Mission, hailed Anglo-American accord as 
the most important factor for winning 
the war. 

Stating that the award “appeals to me 
as a happy augury for the immediate fu- 
ture,” General Marshall said: 


“TI say this because in my opinion the tri- 
umph over Germany in the coming months 
depends more on a complete accord between 
the British and American forces than it does 
on any other single factor—air power, ground 
power, or naval nower. Therefore, the recog- 
nition today of the contribution of Sir John 
Dill to such Allied harmony is both timely 
and prophetic. 

“Throughout the war we have known that 
the agents of the enemy have endeavored to 
stir up ill will and misunderstandings among 
the Allies. They had worked against our ac- 
cord with Russia. These attempts were 
thwarted at the Moscow conference and bur- 
ied at Teheran. But the Nazi propagandists 
will be ceaseless in their efforts to create 
dissension between the great English-speak- 
ing neoples. 

“The harmful possibilities of such discord 
have been serious in the past and will con- 
tinue to be so in the future because of the 
necessity in the European theater for com- 
bined operations, even involving on occasions 
the complete intermingling of troops, as is now 
the case in the Fifth Army in Italy. Under 
such circumstances, the possibility that mis- 
understandings may develon into festering 
sores should be evident to all, not to mention 
the fatal effect on the power of our blows 
that would result from any lack of harmony 
in the command and staff direction of our 
combined efforts. 

“That we have heen able to master these 
very human difficulties, that in fact we have 
triumphed over them to the disaster of the 
enemy, is in my opinion the greatest single 
Allied achievement of the war.” 


In accepting the vrize, a medal awarded 
for achievement in literature, the fine 
arts, the theory of government, or poli- 
tics, Marshall Dill expressed himself as 
being “proud indeed to be the personal 
recipient of this honor and to be the chan- 
nel through which it is bestowed on the 
men who, at this moment, are fighing, as 
brothers-in-arms, at the side of your men 
in many parts of the world.” 

Brief addresses were also delivered by 
the Secretary of War and Charles Sey- 
mour, president of Yale.

settlement and litigation procedure be- 
ing conducted under peacetime laws. In 
the field of International Law, the mat- 
ter of jurisdiction over armed forces 
operating in foreign countries also raised 
many questions. 

Although the function of the Judge Ad- 
vocate General of the Navy consists 
mainly in consultation, giving advice, 
rendering opinions and reviewing the ac- 
tion of other offices, units or personnel of 
the Navy Department, his office strives 
to render such services in a manner that 
will expedite the successful termination 
of the war. 





Negroes in the Army 

More than one-fourth of the colored sol- 
diers in the Army are overseas, Brig. Gen. 
Benjamin O. Davis, the Army’s only col- 
ored general officer, told the Crispus At- 
tucks High School, Indianapolis, Ind., in 
a recent address. 

“Last 31 Aug—and no later figures 
have been announced,” General Davis 
said, ‘‘153,800 colored soldiers were serv- 
ing overseas, which represents more than 
one quarter of the total number of col- 
ored soldiers in the Army.” 

Listing the total of Negro personnel on 
31 Aug. 1943 at 582,861, General Davis 
stated : 

“Of this colored personnel, 57,323 were 
in the infantry, 58,328 in the coast and 
field artillery, 92,171 were in the engi- 
neers, and 9,750 were in the cavalry. The 
remaining 360,000 were in the other arms 
and services—Army Air Forces, Chemical 
Warfare Service, Quartermaster Corps, 
Armored Command, which is tanks, Tank 
Destroyer Command, and Medical Corps. 

“There were 4,386 colored commis- 
sioned officers. Of that number, 395 were 
medical corps officers, 67 were dental 
corps, 158 were chaplains, and there 
were 292 nurses.” 

General Davis discussed exploits of Ne- 
gro troops in the current war and declared 
that for many Negroes the Army was an 
opportunity for them to learn skilled 
trades and to advance their education. 


Maze Teaches Night Vision 

Shin-busters, electrified posts and dead- 
end corridors, the familiar impedimenta 
of an amusement park maze, have been 
put to use by the Navy’s Amphibious 
Training Command in a training device 
designed to sharpen the night vision of 
the men who will storm enemy shores. 

With the added hazard of almost total 
darkness, trainees learn to negotiate this 
Night Vision Obstacle Training Maze, lo- 
eated at Camp Bradford, Va., with the 
speed of a sprinter. The average time for 
a man whose night vision has been well 
trained is from three and one-half to five 
minutes. 

The maze was devised to add to the 
broad night vision training program, 
necessary for amphibious forces, the ad- 
ditional visual acuteness which will en- 
able the men to circumvent unknown ob- 
stacles. 








Choose Compensation or Pension 

The Sparkman sub-committee of the 
House Military Committee has recom- 
mended to the full committee the report- 
ing of S. 771, a bill that provides that 
members of the armed forces receiving 
retired pay who are also eligible to re- 
ceive veterans’ compensation or pension 
shall be entitled to such pension or com- 
pensation on filing a waiver of their re- 
tired pay. This bill was passed by the 
Senate on 12 Oct. 1943. 

By taking advantage of this privilege 
those eligible to do so will be able to 
reduce the amount of their income tax as 
pensions are not taxable.

Mileage For USMA Officers 

The Senate has this week passed S. 
1669, a bill to grant mileage to officers 
newly graduated from West Point on as- 
signment to their first duty station, and 
to persons entering the military academy 
as cadets. In both cases mileage will be 
paid for the distance actually travelled. 








Soldiers’ Home Appropriation 

The President has asked Congress for 
a supplemental appropriation of $105,038 
for the maintenance and operation of the 
United States Soldiers’ Home for the fis- 
eal year ending 30 June 1944. The in- 
creased cost of overtime compensation 
for employees requires the appropriation, 
according to the President. 
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Increase Spanish War Pensions 


To, liberalize the service pension laws 
relating to veterans of the war with 
Spain, the Philippine Insurrection and 
the China Relief Expedition, the Senate 
has this week passed H.R. 2350. The bill 
now returns to the House for agreement 
to amendments. 

The bill increases the pension from $60 
to $75 a month for age 65 or regardless of 
age in case of total disability. The pen- 
sion is payable to honorably discharged 
veterans who served 90 days or more 
from 21 April 1898 to 4 July 1902, and to 
those who served less than 90 days and 
were discharged for disability incurred 
in line of duty. 

Present law provides that to receive a 
service pension a widow or former widow 
must have married the veteran prior to 
1 Sept. 1922. The pending bill changes 
this date to 1 Jan. 1938. The pension for 
widows of these veterans is increased 
from $30 a month, regardless of age, to 
$40 a month at age 65, and a pension of 
$50 a month to the widow or former 
widow who was the wife of the veteran 
during the time of his service. 

Existing law is amended by the bill to 
provide that: “No pension or increase in 
pension shall hereafter be allowed to the 
widow of a veteran (of these wars) un- 
less there was continuous cohabitation 
from the date of marriage to the date of 
death with the person who served, ex- 
cept where there was a separation which 
was due to the misconduct of or procured 
by the person who served, without the 
fault of the widow.” 

It is estimated that the number of vet- 
erans who will profit by the increase to 
age 65 or for total disability will be 85,- 
140. The change of marriage date will 
benefit 4,000 widows. The increase for 
widaws who have reached the age of 65 
and for those married to the veteran dur- 
ing the specified wars will affect 42,000 
widows. The total estimated cost for the 
first year is $24,349,000. 


Comdr. Hagberg to USNA 


Comdr. Oscar E. Hagberg, USN, has 
reported to the U. 8. Naval Academy for 
duty as instructor in the Department of 
Foreign Languages, with additional duty 
in the Department of Physical Training 
as Head Coach of the Navy Football 
Team. Commander Hagberg recently re- 
turned from duty in command of a sub- 
marine operating in the Pacific Area. 


WAC Uniform Regulations 

Regulations for the wearing of the uni- 
form by members of the Women’s Army 
Corps now are the same as those govern- 
ing the wearing of the Army uniform by 
men, the War Department announced this 
week, pointing out that the uniform now 
is worn by all individuals in the WAC at 
all times, whether on or off duty. 

Just as in the case of men in the Army, 
Wacs may wear sports clothing when en- 
gaged in games and they may wear civil- 
ian dress when dining at home with not 
more than two guests. 


USMA Teacher Of Music 

The Sparkman sub-committee of the 
House Military Committee has recom- 
mended to the full committee that H.R. 
3943 be reported. This is a bill intended 
to remove pay discrimination existing 
against the teacher of music at West 
Point, by providing that he shall receive 
the base pay of a captain instead of the 
pay of the third period. 

A companion bill, 8. 1635, was passed by 
the Senate this week. 


Army-Navy Club Elects 

Maj. Gen. Allen W. Gullion, The Pro- 
vost Marshal General of the Army, was 
elected President of the Army and Navy 
Club, in Washington, D. C. this week. He 
will succeed Brig. Gen. Seth Williams, 
USA-Ret. 

Vice Adm. Randall Jacobs, USN, was 
elected Vice President. Lt. William C. 
Coe, USA-Ret., was made Secretary, and 
Rear Adm. T. Earle Hipp, USN, was 
elected Treasurer.

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Delay Higher Rank Bills 


With many members of Congress as far 
from accepting the principle of new 
higher ranks for the Army and Navy as 
they were one year ago this month when 
an earlier attempt by the Navy to ob- 
tain a rank of “Admiral of the Fleet” 
failed, there seems to be little disposi- 
tion in three of the four service com- 
mittees to push action on the pending 
bills to revive the rank of “Admiral of 
the Navy” and expand the rank of “Gen- 
eral of the Armies” to include’ two other 
officers. 

The Senate Naval Affairs Committee 
has declared that it will not consider its 
Admiral of the Navy bill, until after the 
House takes action on the companion 
measure before the House Naval Com- 
mittee. , 

The Senate Military Committee is 
awaiting return to Washington next week 
of Senator Chandler, Ky., chairman of 
its nominations subcommittee, before 
taking up the bill. A number of the mem- 
bers of the Military Committee have ex- 
pressed opposition to the higher rank bill. 
In fact, there is sentiment in the com- 
mittee for a ban on permanent general 
officer promotions for the duration of the 
war. If such a ban should be adopted, 
even if a higher rank should be author- 
ized the Secretary of the Senate would be 
required to return to the President any 
nominations submitted for advancement 
to such rank. 

The House Military Committee also 
has shown no disposition to act on the 
matter. A number of members of that 
committee have expressed opposition to 
tke principle of higher rank. 

Strongest support for the proposal ap- 
pears to emanate from the House Naval 
Committee, whose chairman, Represen- 
tative Vinson, Ga., has stated he’ will 
bring up the bill without delay. It is re- 
ported that the committee may take up 
the bill this coming week. Some of the 
members want Admiral William D. Leahy 
and Admiral Ernest J. King to appear 
before the committee and give their 
views. However, since these two officers 
would be the recipients of the proposed 
rank of “Admiral of the Navy,” it is felt 
that they will prefer not to appear on 
the measure. 

Although the Army and Navy rank 
bills were ostensibly offered as com- 
panion measures, there are two im- 
portant differences between the mea- 
sures. Under the Navy bill only full 
admirals would be eligible for rank of 
“Admiral of the Fleet” and they would 
serve in such rank only during the plea- 
sure of the President. The Army bill 
provides for advancement of any gen- 
eral officer to “General of the Armies” 
and provides that such appointment shall 
be permanent. In both instances, how- 
ever, the total pay and allowances would 
be $21,500 a year, whether the recipients 
are active or retired. 

Meanwhile there has been considerable 
discussion both in Congress and in the 
services. There is some speculation as to 
who would succeed Admiral King and 
General Marshall as Chief of Operations 
and Chief of Staff, respectively, if they 
should become Admiral of the Navy and 
General of the Armies, there being a be- 
lief in some quarters that the duties in- 
cumbent upon those ranks would require 
them to be in the field most of the time 
and hence away from Washington and 
their present functions. 

Commenting on the new rank pro- 
posal, Representative Brooks, La., a 
member of the House Military Affairs 
Committee, stated this week: 

“I don’t know that it’s necessary; I 
would have to be shown. If it would 
shorten the war one day, I’m for it, but 
I’m opposed to any mere ‘parading 
around’ of titles. We don’t know now 
who will most deserve the highest titles 
after the war.” 

“I am absolutely opposed to perm- 
anent promotions of this type,” declared 
Senator Wallgren, of Wash., member of 
the Senate Military Affairs Committee. 
“It never has been done before and I 
see no reason to do it now.” 

Senator Wallgren indicated that con- 
ditions might make a possible justifica- 
tion for temporary advancement to a 
higher rank, but continued: “Who 





knows now what the war will bring 
forth?” 

“I don’t know about this bill,” mused 
Representative Sparkman, Ala., House 
Military Committee member. “I think 
there is a tendency to overdo this matter 
of high rank. Such rank should be pro- 
vided only if it is shown to be clearly 
necessary.” 

Another member of the Senate Mili- 
tary Committee,’ who asked not to be 
quoted by name, told the ARMy AND NAvy 
JOURNAL that he did not believe the 
higher ranks were necessary or justified. 

An influential member of the House 
stated that he thought General George C. 
Marshall and General H. H. Arnold, re- 
puted recipients of the proposed rank of 
“General of the Armies,” were more em- 
barrassed than pleased at the proposal to 
give them such rank. 


Ranks and Titles 
(From the Baltimore Sun,13 Feb. 1944.) 


In wartime, most of the advances in rank 
which are granted to military men are tem- 
porary in their nature. General Marshall, 
chief of staff, is a temporary full general; 
Admiral King is a temporary full admiral, 
and so on. When the war is over they and 
other officers will, in the normal course of 
events, revert to their previous ranks unless 
=e President and Congress order to the con- 
rary. 

Maybe this practice is not wholly satisfac- 
tory. It is conceivable, for instance, that 
General Marshall and Admiral King, because 
of their great services, should be given perm- 
anent right to the rank they now hold. If 
the decision should go that way, few people 
would found to object. These men have 
proved their capacity. 

But there is a bill in Congress which would 
go much further than this. It would cap the 

resent military hierarchy with new ranks 
n both the army and navy. Under this bill, 
the two ranking generals would be called 
Generals of the Army; the two ranking ad- 
mirals would be Admirals of the Navy. The 
proponents of the measure—and they do not 
include either General Marshall or Admiral 
King—say that such ranks are necessary in 
order to give our military leaders rank equal 
to that of the British military figures with 
whom they must so frequently deal. 

Maybe yes, maybe no. In our guess, the 
head of the table is found where sits the man 
whose gevernment is + ges 4 the most in 
money, men and munitions. ven without 
this practical aid to prestige, neither General 
Marshall nor Admiral King is likely to be 
abashed because some other nation doles out 
titles with a more lavish hand. 

The real reason for looking askance at 
this Congressional endeavor to lift the sta- 
ture of our military leaders by passing a 
law is to be found in another consideration. 
Miatocteaty, the suggested ranks and titles 
are essentially honorary. They, or similar 
titles, have been bestowed on several occa- 
sions in the past at the conclusion of great 
wars, when the nation felt itself bound to 
honor the men who had brought those wars to 
victory. Grant, Sherman and Sheridan were 
given such titles. So was Admiral Dewey. 
faa so, in recent times, was General Persh- 
n 





fi is no disrespect to our present leaders 
to say that their great testing is still to 
come. How much tter, when they have 
measured up, as we are certain they will, to 
be able to reward them in the traditional 
manner, with no other thought in mind than 
to show our gratitude. 





Sec. Patterson at Dix 


Under Secretary of War Robert P. 
Patterson celebrated his fifty-third birth- 
day on 12 Feb. at Fort Dix, N. J., where 
he inspected troops and watched them 
battle in tactical maneuvers over snow 
and ice, while a biting 40 to 60 mile wind 
added to the severity of the winter train- 
ing. 

Secretary Patterson, who won a Dis- 
tinguished Service Cross in the World 
War, was accompanied by Congressman

ator Bennett Champ Clark, who, in the 
World War, became a Colonel of the In- 
fantry. Brig. Gen. William G. Walker, 
Army Ground Forces, Col. Stanley J. Gro- 
gan, Bureau of Public Relations, and Col, 
Basil D. Edwards, Inf., were other mem- 
bers of the party. 


Navy Makes Pacific Assignments 


Vice Adm. John H. Towers, USN, has 
been assigned to relieve Vice Adm.

Marine Corps News 


The Division of Reserve has been re- 
activated and the Officers’ Procurement 
Division abolished. The Division of Re- 
serve has been established as a separate 
division of the Personnel Department. All 
duties previously assigned to the Officer 
Procurement Division will now be per- 
formed by the Division of Reserve, which, 
in addition, will set up the necessary ma- 
chinery for placing into operation such 
plans as may be approved by the Com- 
mandant of the Marine Corps for the oper- 
ation of the post-war Reserve. 

In the case of a warrant officer, tempo- 
rarily appointed as such while holding the 
rank of first sergeant, who was convicted 
by a general court martial and sentenced 
to be dismissed, an opinion was requested 
as to the necessity of discharging him 
from his enlisted status upon his dismis- 
sal pursuant to sentence of the general 
court martial. 

The Judge Advocate General of the 
Navy, on 22 Jan. expressed the opinion 
that the confirmation of the dismissal by 
the President and the receipt of notice of 
dismissal by the officer completely sev- 
ered his connection with the naval 
service, and that no further discharge of 
any character was required to accomplish 
this purpose. 

Secretary of the Interior Ickes deliv- 
ered the graduation address for three 
classes of Marine Corps officers complet- 
ing studies at the Marine Corps Schools, 
Quantico, Va., on 9 Feb. The Secretary’s 
son, Raymond Wilmarth Ickes, was a 
member of the class commissioned second 
lieutenants, Marine Corps Reserve, upon 
completion of the Officer Candidate 
School course. Also finishing studies were 
a class of Reserve Officers and a group 
taking the Artillery Course. 

The Marine Corps Women’s Reserve 
celebrated its first anniversary on 13 Feb. 
with ceremonies which included the read- 
ing of a message of congratulations from 
the President and his wife, Mrs. Eleanor 
Roosevelt. 

“The nation is as proud of you as of 
your fellow Marines,” the President 
wrote, “for Marine women are upholding 
the brilliant traditions of the Corps with 
a spirit of loyalty and diligence worthy 
of the highest admiration of all Ameri- 
eans. You have quickly and efficiently 
taken over scores of strictly masculine 
assignments; and in doing so, you have 
freed a large number of well-trained, bat- 
tle-ready men of the Corps for action in 
the great offensive relentlessly sweeping 
the Japanese enemy from the Pacific.” 

Congratulations also were voiced by 
Lt. Gen. Alexander A. Vandegrift, Ma- 
rine Commandant.

Oklahoma Moved to Drydock 


The battleship Oklahoma, victim of the 
Pearl Harbor attack, has been moved 
from the anchorage near the spot where 
she went to the bottom and is now in dry- 
dock for further extensive repairs which 
will render her again fit for action. 

With a huge wood and steel patch cov- 
ering holes torn in her port side by tor- 
pedoes over two years ago, she was slow- 
ly towed to drydock after salvage opera- 
tions involving many difficult engineering 
problems but at last carried out with suc- 
cess. 

Rear Adm. William R. Furlong, com- 
mandant of the yard, looked on with 
Capt. F. J. Whittaker, salvage officer, 
and others as the delicate docking opera- 
tion was accomplished. One menace to 
the operation was the Oklahoma’s mast, 
buried in the bottom and extending up- 
ward. A path was dragged the entire 
distance to the drydock to remove all 
possibility of encountering damaging 
wreckage.

Postwar Education Bill 


Signed by five members of the Sen- 
ate Committee on Education and Labor, 
a minority report on S. 1509, the post- 
war education bill, was submitted to the 
Senate this week. 

Senators charge that the bill as 
reported out of committee nullifies the 
stated purpose of the legislation. It calls 
attention to the fact that the basic re- 








quirement of 6 months’ active duty wip 
disqualify thousands of members of the 
armed forces discharged or released be. 
fore they had a chance to be on duty for 
that period. The stipulation that veten 
ans discharged or relieved on their ow 
initiative cannot qualify unless they haye 
had service outside the continental Uniteg 
States or in Alaska will deny post-war 
education to hundreds of thousands of 
others. The minority believe that having 
been separated from the service for some 
“authorized and patriotic reason” this 
training should not be denied them. 
Continuing the argument, the Senators 
assert that making the extent of the edp. 
cation—one, two or three additional years 
—dependent on the length of active duty 
will disqualify millions of others, thus 
curtailing the privilege earned by what- 
ever degree of sacrifice they have made,

Existing law 
grants them relative rank but this bill 
provides that the superintendent and all 
other members of the Corps shall be 
designated by the rank which corresponds 
to their relative rank. This places the 
nurses on a par with the officers of the 
Women’s Reserves of the Navy, Marine 
Corps, and Coast Guard.

West Point, N. Y.—As a lasting tribute 
to his thirty-seven years of service at the 
U. S. Military Academy where he served 
in the capacity of French Instructor and 
Fencing Master, Mr. Louis Vauthier pre 
sented a beautiful bronze statuette of 
himself to the Corps of Cadets in a brief 
ceremony at the Superintendent’s Office, 
Sunday Morning, 13 Feb. The statuette 
stands approximately three feet high and 
is the work of the French Sculptor, Pierre 
Feitu, and represents Mr. Vauthier 3% 
“Le maitre d’armes.” The memorial wil 
rest in Grant Hall, the Cadet Reception 
Room.
